M ORE than 100 people 
attended an event in 
Hackney last month 
for EU citizens to learn 
about their rights around Brexit. 

Organised by the EU embassies 
and the European Commission, 
they were given up-to-date legal 
information about the Draft 
Withdrawal Agreement and were 
able to ask questions of an expert 
immigration lawyer. 

Queries covered a range 
of topics, including proof of 


continuous residency in the UK, 
rights of family members 
working in the UK, 
qualifying for UK 
settled status 
and obtaining 
permanent 
residency. 

About 15 per 
cent of Hackney 
residents-41,500 
people - are from other 
EU countries.

Glanville, who addressed the 
full room at Hackney House, 
Shoreditch, said: “I’m very 
honoured that Hackney’s 
been chosen to host this.

T HE Council is 
calling on the 
Government to 
go further with 
its proposed scheme to 
compensate members of the 
Windrush generation, and 
is urging people to make 
sure they have their say. 

Following the 
implementation of the 
Immigration Act 2014, 
many British citizens who 
had travelled to the UK 
from Commonwealth 
countries in the Caribbean 
and elsewhere were 
wrongly classified as illegal 
immigrants. They were 
denied access to public 
services, and the right to live 
and work in the UK, and 
some were deported. 

The Government is now 
proposing to compensate 
those affected and has 
launched a consultation

outlining how its scheme 
would work, which closes 
on 16 November. 

The Council’s response 
claims the current scheme is: 
“An inadequate response 
to the scale of suffering 
that the misapplication 
of ‘hostile environment’ 
policies has created.” 

It believes there should be 
no maximum compensation 
amount, confidentiality 
agreements or time limits. 

The Council further 
believes that the scheme 
should be easier to engage 
with and understand, and 
should compensate for 


Chairing the event is Dr 
Melissa Butcher, resident 
and lecturer at Birkbeck 
University, where she 
researches how cities 
change and the impact this 
has on communities. 

Mayor Glanville said: 
“These now annual events 
are an opportunity to 
hear from people from 
across Hackney’s diverse 


emotional distress. There 
should not be a one size fits 
all approach to how claims 
are judged; compensation 
should be tax free and 
reflect the individual 
circumstances; and there 
should be free legal advice. 

Cllr Carole Williams, 
Cabinet Member for 
Employment, Skills and 
Human Resources, said: 
“Hackney’s Windrush 
generation and their 
children have, and continue 
to, contribute a huge 
amount, and are at the heart 
of the borough’s culture. It’s 
appalling that these valued 


communities about the 
issues which matter 
most to them, whether 
it be housing, crime, 
schools and transport; 
jobs, high streets, the 
environment; or health, 
social care and cohesion. 

“There’s been a lot of 
change in Hackney and 
there will be much more to 
come in the years ahead.

“While we welcome the 
idea of a compensation 
scheme, the Government 
now needs to do the right 
thing and ensure it’s fit for 
purpose, rather than the 
current set of inadequate 
box-ticking half-measures 
it’s currently proposing. 

“I’d urge everyone 
who’s a member of the 
Windrush Generation, or 
who knows someone who 
has been affected by the 
Government’s policies, to 
make their voices heard.”

Have your say at the annual Hackney Mayor’s 
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T raders at Ridley 

Road Shopping 
Village will continue 
selling their wares 
into the new year, after 
the owner of the building 
agreed to let them stay for 
at least another six months. 

The indoor market’s 
management company had 
given traders just two 
weeks’ notice of their 
intention to close. 

The market had been due 
to close at the end of the 
year, as the management 
company handed back the 
lease to allow the building to 
be renovated into new retail 
units, workspace and flats. 

However, the 
management company 
decided to speed this 
up after being given a 
community protection 
notice by the police, 
ordering them to address 
anti-social behaviour and 
safety issues. 

The Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, wrote to the 
owners, urging them to give 
the traders more time. 

Mayor Glanville and 
Cabinet Member for 
Planning, Business and 
Investment, Cllr Guy 
Nicholson, met with 
representatives from 
Rainbow Properties, the 
owners of Ridley Road 
Shopping Village, on 
29 October. 

Mayor Glanville said: 

“At the meeting we made 
clear our expectations 
that the renovation of the 
Shopping Village should 
benefit traders and residents, 
and we look forward to 
them submitting a revised 
planning application. 
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“While this work 
continues, Rainbow 
Properties have confirmed 
that traders will be able to 
stay well into next year, 
with the potential to secure 
a longer term lease in the 
renovated building. 

“Ridley Road Shopping 
Village is an important part 
of not only the wider market 
but Dalston itself. 

“We’ve already started 
a conversation with the 
Dalston community about 
how we can manage the 
changes taking place - 
with pledges to champion 
existing businesses, protect 
Ridley Road Market 
and secure affordable 
workspace, especially in 
existing and emerging 


planning policy. 

“The threatened closure 
of Ridley Road Shopping 
Village shows why we need 
to hear the voices and views 
of everyone who lives, 
works and visits Dalston 
so that we can continue 
developing a plan that 
puts the local community’s 
priorities first.” 

Mohamed Lamine Barry 
has been trading at the 
Shopping Village since 
2009. He’s now looking 


forward to a busy Christmas 
period and hopes the news 
will bring more shoppers to 
the market. 

Mohamed said: “I would 
encourage people to come 
down and have a look at 
what we’ve got.”

• Work toward ensuring that the inclusion of rare and less 
common cancers in the Cancer Strategy for England is 
reflected in Hackney’s public health strategy 

• Alongside other councils, to explore a London-wide strategy to 
increase awareness of NETs and other less common cancers 

• Recognise living with cancer is a long-term condition and 
work with Hackney’s partners to ensure that no one has to 
face cancer alone.

T ransport for 

London (TfL) 
has unveiled plans 
to overhaul the 
Stoke Newington gyratory, 
aiming to transform the 
car-dominated one-way 
system into a place for 
people to walk, cycle and 
use public transport. 

Proposals include a new 
segregated northbound cycle 
track, southbound bus and 
cycle access along Stoke 
Newington High Street 
and new traffic-free public 
spaces to meet and relax. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Deputy Mayor of Hackney, 
said: “We’ve been working 
with residents and TfL for 
a number of years on 
plans to remove the 
car-dominated Stoke 
Newington one-way system. 

“This is a long-awaited 
proposal and we are 
delighted our residents can 
finally have their say on 
plans to make the Stoke 
Newington area more 
pleasant and healthier 
for everyone.” 

The consultation will be 
open until 30 November.

• New traffic-free public spaces to meet, play

• Three new pedestrian crossings making streets 
in the area easier and safer to cross 

• A new 20mph speed limit, raised junction 
and crossings to slow traffic speed and 
reduce road danger 

• A new segregated northbound cycle track, 
southbound bus and cycle access along Stoke 
Newington High Street 

• A raised carriageway with coloured surface 
between Brooke Road and Stoke Newington 
Church Street to reduce traffic dominance 

• Improved public transport interchange through 
two-way bus operation - making it easier to 
access southbound bus services - and 
simplifying bus stops 

• Limiting vehicles at the junctions of Tyssen, 
Hollar and Batley Roads and the High Street 
to reduce rat-running on residential streets 
providing three new pocket parks, creating 
a more welcoming retail environment.

Protecting Hackney Wick Woodland 


A CONSULTATION 
has been launched 
by the Council to 
protect Hackney 
Wick Woodland from 
environmental damage 
and limit the disturbance 
caused by loud music 
and antisocial behaviour. 

The proposals are 
aimed at protecting 
Wick Woodland from 
the damage that has 
resulted from illegal 
raves in the area over 
the past few years. 


This has included fly¬ 
tipping, fire damage and 
uprooting of trees and 
plants in the woods. 

The Council, with the 
support of the police, 
is therefore proposing 
to introduce a Public 
Space Protection Order 
(PSPO), which would 
enable enforcement 
officers to issue on-the- 
spot fines to those 
organising and attending 
raves and causing 
antisocial behaviour 


in the area. 

The proposed PSPO 
would apply only to the 
Wick Woodland area, 
which is bordered by 
the A12, the B112 
and the River Lee 
Navigation.

Support railway arches tenants, 
Council tells new landlords 

THE NEW landlords of railway arches in Hackney are being 
urged to support the small businesses within by the Council. 
Network Rail last month agreed to sell the management 
of 5,300 properties to Telereal Trillium and Blackstone 
Property Partners for £1.46 billion. 

There was already concern among Network Rail tenants in 
Hackney because of steep rent increases over the past 
two years. The Council had repeatedly requested they take 
a more collaborative approach, and stressed concerns over 
the mass sell-off to the private sector. Telereal Trillium and 
Blackstone - which manages 182 arches in Hackney - 
says it will take a ‘tenants first’ approach. 

Mayor of Hackney, Philip Glanville, has met with the Greater 
London Authority, Tower Hamlets Council, campaign group 
Guardians of the Arches and local MP Meg Hillierto discuss 
the issue. 

He has also written 
to the new owners 
urging that they deliver 
on their promise, and 
“help independent 
business thrive.” 

Revised plans for Bishopsgate 
Goodsyard in Shoreditch 

A PUBLIC consultation is being launched on the new 
proposals to redevelop the Bishopsgate Goodsyard site 
in Shoreditch. 

Developers Hammerson and Ballymore submitted an 
application in 2015 which would have seen the 11 -acre 
site become home to a series of large, primarily residential, 
towers, the tallest of which would have been 47 storeys. 

The Council, alongside residents, businesses and 
community groups, campaigned against the proposals, 
arguing they would have had too great an impact on the 
area. Tower Hamlets Council was also against it. 

The revised plans have lower buildings and an increased 
focus on workspace, retail and hospitality. There will also 

be a new street, 
footpaths and public 
spaces.

such a historic piece of local 
and social history that had 
saved thousands of lives by 
[bringing] fresh water into 
the city, and it [would be] 
completely disregarded. 

“It was just going to be 
swept away, built on and 
^ sold off.” 

A The campaigners 


demonstrated, lobbied and 
petitioned. Newspapers, 
badges, a video and more 
were produced. They 
worked with Hackney 
Council and attracted the 
support of local MPs Diane 
Abbott and Jeremy Corbyn. 

In 1991, the group 
launched its own local 
consultation to gain a true 
perspective of what the 
community wanted. 


Emma writes: “They 
successfully gathered 
602 completed paper 
questionnaires, and 
assimilated and analysed 
the results. Even today, 
such a project would 
constitute a full-time job 
for a team of people. 
Instead, it was completed 
by a group of volunteers 
alongside their work and 
family responsibilities.” 

Overall, the report found 
that: “People want their 
reservoirs and their filter 
beds kept, so far as possible, 
as they are. But they also 
want changes. 

“They want access to the 
site, which has been denied 
them for far too long, and 
they want the facilities 
that such a large body of 
water naturally suggests to 
them - swimming, boating, 
and angling.” 

After a decade of 
tireless campaigning, they 
succeeded. And in 2016, 

Sir David Attenborough 
opened the Woodberry 
Wetlands on the site of the 
East Reservoir and run by 
the London Wildlife Trust. 

“Connection with the 
natural world is very 
important to us all,” he said. 
“It’s a source of beauty, a 
source of excitement, it’s a 
source of solace. If you’re 
deprived of the natural 
world, you’re missing a 
very important element of 
your life.” 

Hackney can now be 
sure of this solace, thanks 
to the efforts of a small 
community with a big idea. 

In 2004, the campaign 
was formally dissolved, and 
the remaining funds were 
donated to the London 
Wildlife Trust and Friends 
of Hackney Archives.

W HEN the Stoke 
Newington 
reservoirs 
opened in 1830 
they transformed London. 

Providing a supply of 
fresh, clean water, and 
restricting the spread of 
waterborne diseases like 
cholera, they enabled the 
capital’s population to grow 
to over 6.6million 
by the mid-1980s. 

By this time, however, 
Londoners needed more 
water than the New River 
and its reservoirs could 
provide. The historic site 
was retired and Thames 
Water announced its plans 
to fill the reservoirs in and 
build on top of them. 

“For those who live 
near and around the Stoke 
Newington reservoirs, it is 
hard to imagine life without 
the bucolic views, bobbing 
sailboats, and thriving 
nature,” writes Emma 
Millar, author of ‘How 
We Saved the Reservoirs’, 
which was published 
last month. 

“But, this one-of-a-kind 
site was once almost lost 
completely, buried under 
concrete in favour of 
housing development and 
a shopping centre.” 

The local community, 
however, had other ideas. 
And so began a 10-year 
battle to save this unique 
green space covering 11 
hectares of water, and 
providing a vital urban 
habitat to myriad species 
of birds, waterfowl, bats 
and amphibians. 

“The campaign story is 
a true ‘David and Goliath’ 
tale,” says Emma. Its 
power was due, in no small 
part, to the community in 
Woodberry Down. 

She continues: “It was 
a diverse community 
from the beginning. 
Originally home to east 
London victims of the 
Blitz, Irish and Jewish 
communities, then in the 
1960s, people of Caribbean 
heritage, followed in the 
1970s by Turkish and

INGER and 
songwriter Louise 
Gabrielle Bobb 
- known as pop 
star Gabrielle - began 
her musical journey in a 
terraced house in Hackney. 

She reveals: “I’m an 
1980s kid, so for me, the 
nostalgia of Madonna, 
Duran Duran, Spandau 
Ballet and Michael Jackson 

- that was my era. Growing 
up, I was like a sponge who 
just absorbed everything.” 

As a young girl she 
aspired to be a singer, but 
classmates underestimated 
her. On leaving school, her 
notepad was scrawled full 
of messages with jokes such 
as ‘See you on Top of the 
Pops-ha ha ha!’ 

Her trademark eye 
patch - due to the muscle 
condition ptosis, when 
the upper eyelid droops 

- did not stop the Hackney- 
born singer conquering the 
charts and silencing her 
childhood tormentors. 

Gabrielle recalls of her 
younger years: “No-one 
expected to see me on 
Top of the Pops. I had a 
lazy eyelid. I wasn’t that 
traditional looking girl 
that anyone could imagine 
would be on TV. I was 
an east London girl. A 
working class black female. 
I definitely didn’t look like 
I was ever going to be in 
the industry. 

“I came on the scene, 
had an eye-patch with 
short-finger waved hair 
that covered it, and I never 
fitted the mould of what 
people saw a female singer- 
songwriter as looking like.” 

Yet soon, that eye patch 
would become a confident 
signature style. 


In June 1993 her debut 
single ‘Dreams’ entered the 
charts at number two, then 
the highest charting debut 
single by a British female 
solo act, before going on to 
number one. 

But her private life took a 
turn. Her then-partner Tony 
Antoniou left her the day 
after the birth of their son 
Jordan. And within months 
of the break-up he had 
murdered his stepfather. 

In 1995 he received a life 
sentence for the crime. 

Yet Gabrielle rose above 
the events. A series of 
platinum albums followed, 
including the aptly titled 
‘Rise’, while career 
highlights also included a 
1996 duet with East 17 
(‘If I Ever Fall In Love’), 
and a song on the Bridget 
Jones’s Diary soundtrack 
(‘Out Of Reach’). 

And Gabrielle’s most 
memorable moment from 
those heady days? Winning 
her Brit Awards. 

“I’ve got two,” she grins 
triumphantly, “and while 
they’re simple things, they 
mean a lot to someone 
like me who wasn’t 
conventional looking, 
because of all the teasing 
at school.” 

She also won an Ivor 
Novello award for her 
song-writing. But following 
her fifth album, ‘Always’, 
Gabrielle took some 
time out to look after her 
family, only returning for 
a tour to celebrate the 20th 
anniversary of the release 
of ‘Dreams’. 

“I was ‘Gabi’s Cabbies’ 
for a while to my children, 
doing the school run,” 
she laughs. “I had to keep 
saying to them, ‘I’m not 
Gabi - I’m mummy!”’ 

After a while, Gabrielle 
missed performing. She

says: “I had the touring 
blues... I didn’t realise how 
much I’d miss it.” 

Last year she signed to 
BMG, recording her first 
studio album for 11 years. 
Gabrielle says: “I was put 
together with producers like 
Steve Chrisanthou, who’d 
done Corrine Bailey Rae, 
and Ian Barter, who’d done 
early Amy Winehouse. 


“I had a ball - and before 
I knew it, it was the end of 
the album!” 

This August, ‘Under My 


Skin’ was released and 
reached the top 10 in the 
UK charts. 

On the cover, she wears 


a white camellia flower in 
a nod to fashion designer 
Gabrielle Chanel, with 
whom she shares a name. 

“It was another creative 
idea to conceal my lazy 
eyelid,” she reveals. “It’s not 
your normal picture.” 

Looking back over her 
25 year career, she has 
influenced many singers, 
including - reportedly - 
Adele. Gabrielle says: “I was 
so chuffed and honoured - 
apparently she got her mum 
to make her an eye patch to 
impersonate me. We’ve got 
our queen of England and 
then we’ve got our queen of 
singing - and that’s Adele. 
She’s phenomenal.” 

For others aspiring to 
follow in her footsteps, she 
advises: “Never sacrifice 
your artistic integrity. Be 
in charge, write your own 
songs. Just be yourself and 
stay true to you.” 

She adds: “People 
will doubt you, but it’s 
about being brave and 
courageous. People told 
me, ‘stay in your own lane, 
darling, it’s not going to 
happen’, but nothing is off 
limits, especially if you put 
your mind to it and stay on 
your path.” 

Gabrielle is living 
testimony to the fact that, 
in the words of her hit song, 
‘dreams can come true’. In 
fact, she is currently in the 
middle of a nationwide tour 
with her ‘childhood crush’ 
Rick Astley. 

“In the future, I would 
love to do my own arena 
tour,” she says. “There’s 
much more to come! ” 

So, with six studio albums 
under her belt, what would 
the multimillion selling star 
say to her haters now? 

She cackles in delight: “I’d 
say, ‘keep on hating.’ They 
just made my success that 
much sweeter. Success is the 
best revenge.”

Event highlights languages

Antibiotics are essential 
to treat serious bacterial 
infections, but they are 
frequently being used 
to treat illnesses such as 
coughs that can get better 


by themselves. Taking 
antibiotics, when there 
is no need to do 
so, encourages 
harmful bacteria 
that live inside 
the body 
to become 
resistant. 

That means 
antibiotics may no 
longer work when they are 



actually needed. 

Public Health England’s 
‘Keep Antibiotics 
Working’campaign 
A is taking the 
lead in raising 
awareness. 
Professor Paul 
r Cosford, medical

Still time to apply for funds for

Butternut squash is in season during the autumn and winter. It comes from the 
same family as the pumpkin and can be used interchangeably with pumpkin in 
many recipes. It is a good source of fibre to keep you feeling full and also contains 
carotenes and vitamin C. The seeds of the squash are edible, so if you like you can 
roast these and add to the recipe. 

This late-autumn dish, which can be eaten on its own or with baked fish or meat, is 
quick and easy to cook and can be reheated for a warming lunch. 


Butternut squash tray bake Preparation time o 

Makes 2-4 servings cooking time 

20-30 mins 


Ingredients 

• 1 medium butternut squash 

• 150g grain of your choice 
(bulgur wheat, buckwheat, 
wholegrain rice etc) 

• 2 red onions (peeled and cut 
into chunks) 

• 1 red pepper (in wedges) 

• 4 cloves of garlic (roasted) 

• 2 tbsps of sunflower or pumpkin 
seeds 

• Handful of baby spinach or other 
greens 

• 1 tsp fresh thyme leaves or spices 
of your choice (cumin, coriander or 
chilli would all be delicious) 

• Optional: a tin of chickpeas or any 
other pulses of your choice 

(ie kidney beans, black beans) 

•3 tbsps of olive oil 

•2 tbsps of clear honey 

• Ground black pepper 


Method 

• Preheat the oven to 220°C / gas mark 7 

• Wash the butternut squash (you can peel if you want but 
there is more fibre if you don't) and slice into even sized 
chunks, along with the red pepper and red onion 

• Place onto a baking tray lined with greaseproof 
paper and drizzle with a little oil. Season with ground 
black pepper 

• On the same tray, place the whole cloves of garlic, or if 
you are doubling this recipe, a whole bulb of garlic 

• Roast for 20 minutes, until squash has softened. 
Remove from the oven, set aside the garlic cloves and 
scatter the sunflower, pumpkin seeds and the tinned 
chickpeas (if using) over the top and return to the 
oven for a further 5 minutes or until toasted 

• While the ingredients are roasting, prepare the dressing. 
Combine honey and olive oil in a bowl, whisk and set 
aside. The garlic cloves should be soft and ‘squidgy’, so 
squash them gently into the dressing and whisk well 

• Tear the spinach or other greens, add to a big bowl and 
mix with the roasted ingredients. Add the dressing 
and serve

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2018. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2018. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
